FRENCH PROFANITY. 


The KUpertrnco of a Man Who Tried 


to Learn It. 


Herman Knickeibockcr Viele, author 


of "The Inn of the Silver Moon," gives 
an amusing account of his efforts to ac- 
quire French profanity.

Having 


worked the solder to its proper shape he 
places the diamond iu the center, leaving 
only a very small part exposed. A mark is 
made on the bolder before it becomes 
thoroughly set, nn.l then the stone is 
passed on to the polisher.

ma'le on the solder tlie latter Knows at 
once I'M' pieiise inn of the grain and the 
way iu which it will polish to the lest 
nJMintage on the mill. 


"The first operation is the making of 


the 'table' of the diamond. This <loue, it 
is handed back to the setter that he may 
take it out of the solder and reset it for 
the first corner, called the Hat corner. 
The solder is again marked to indicate 
to the polisher the run of the grain of 
this particular corner, and so the process 
is continued until the diamond is polished 
throughout. 
Eveiy facet has a name, 


and every name denotes the graiu and 
how to polish that particular facet. The 
polUher uses n circular disk composed of 
soft, porous iron, so that as the diamond 
is polished away iu the form of dust it 
enters the pores of the irou, the result 
being that we have the diamond cutting 
the diamond again. 


"Without the assistance of tlie diamond 


dust tlie irou would not make the slightest 
impression on the diamond. 
The polish- 


ing wheel or xlisk is propelled by steam 
power and makes 2.0<JO to 3.000 revolu- 
tions in a minute, liefore the silently re- 
volving disks you will sec men so intent 
upon their work that they have eyes for 
nothing else; for, notwithstanding the 
perception of the machinery, the skill of 
the workmen remuins of primal impor- 
tance. It is with their nngi'ii, and thumbs 
that they adjust the'points, edges aud 
facets of the diamond with extreme ac- 
curacy, keeping them constantly moist 
with diamond dust and olive oil.

Joseph Goldie. age about eleven yean,

About three weeks ago he 
was vaccinated, and after his arm had be- 
come very much swollen and the effects of 
the verus was (it-its night the ami became 
bruised and the scab was torn off.

that the wound never healed, but became 
steadily worse. The little fellow was a 
brave chnp and never told the members of 
his family how sore his arm was. On Sat- 
urday afternoon he refereed a boys' basket 
ball game on one of "the open lots, the 
next da^' he was taken to the hospital and 
on the day following he was dead.

ner Dugnn ordered an inquest to be held.

(it the hospital appeared inJlonduy's North 
American: 


Little information could be given at the 


HHhnecr.ann Hospital last night concern- 
ing the nature of the treatment received 
by the boy Friday and Sutuidav, but the 
physicians were satisfied that all was done 
that should have beendono. The Bristol 
doctor accompanied the boy and 
his 


grandfather to the hospital Sunday morn- 
ing, hut refused to divulge hia name. 


Upon his arrival the boy bad been placed 


in charge of Dr. North'up. The jaws show- 
ed a tendency to lock. The sufferer ap- 
peared cheerlul. He had been in the hos- 
pital scarcely more than an hour,however, 
when dangerous syir ptoms convinced the 
attendant phjsicinns that the most heroic 
treatment was necessary.

~ A man employed as a fitter of parts or 
finisher of clock movements in a Connect- 
icut clock fnctoiy received notice some 
years ago that the entire plant would, on 
a stated day, close its doois for an indefi- 
nite peiiod, owing to the bu»iness depres- 
sion then prevailing throughout the coun- 
try. 
Ou the appointed day he and the 


othur hands left their benches. For the 
fiist neck or so idleness seemed to him 
like a needed vacation, but as the days 
rolled by without any prospect of a re- 
sumption of work he bad to consider how 
he was going to cam his living.

Sold Within the Bhopi. 


There is one custom in St. Peters- 


burg, holding all over Russia, so droll 
that all foreigners laugh at it. The shop- 
holders have huge signs over the misera- 
ble peepholes they call windows, and 
these signs are painted with the repro- 
duction of the wares that are in the 
shops. This was formerly a great con- 
venience to those who could not read, 
and even at the present day was not too 
much ridiculed by myself. 


One would get along famously In Rus- 


sia could he read the jaw 
breaking 


tongue, but the letters In some fronts and 
street corners look like the signs of the 
zodiac to the average foreigner and do 
not mean as much. If one could read 
and form an idea of syllables, the veriest 
Idiot would have a passable knowledge of 
sufficient traveling Russia in a month. 
But the language bars you out and bowls 
you over, because perforce you do not 
know the fifty-two letters that resemble 
tripods and crescents and scarfpins and 
Inverted r's and other things. So the 
signs do very well. 


For example, a dairy will have a dem- 


onstration on each side ot the door, 
where a cow will stand, flanked by a 
couple of tubs of batter and leaning 
against a background of cheeses, while 
glasses of foaming milk stand temptingly 
round. I was going to say that a pile of 
eggs was another feature, but never un- 
less the hen who Is responsible for them 
is portrayed loudly clucking over their 
freshness. In spite of this, I never ate 
a fresh egg In St. Petersburg. A fur 
shop will have a most, fascinating array 
of fur lined garments and sealskin coats 
painted on its doors that will almost tear 
you out of your droshky, and the fruit 
stores riot with every color in the rain- 
bow and exhibit likenesses of fruits that 
have never grown in Russia or anywhere 
else. And peaches, by the way, and nec- 
tarines of good, sweet growth are about 
50 cents apiece here. 


The signs lend great color and gayety 


to the streets, although you really never 
care to buy anything. The goods are all 
very mussy and cheap, and the famous 
Russian silver not nearly ao artistic nor 
so handsome as onr own. In leather and 
in marble this northern people excel tie 
world.—Chicago Chronicle.

ful Taj Mahal at Agra would be as great 
a sacrilege as going to Egypt and missing 
the pyramids. 
Agra is a small place 


about midway on a line drawn from Cal- 
cutta to Bombay. 
The English officers 


who have to spend the summer there lie 
in bed all day, with coolies to fan them 
and pull the "punka." 
Therefore I was 


constrained to do my sightseeing at night. 
It was the time of the full moon, which 
in India means a grand illumination, a 
light excellent by which to read. 


After a thiee mile drive over an excel- 


lent 
macadamized 
road 
my 
"gharri- 


wallah" turned into a large courtyard, 
which was surrounded with temples built 
of red sandstone. These temples would 
be first class wonders anywhere else, but 
anxious to see the "peail of the orient" 
I started up the steps and through the 
great red doorway, only to stop in amaze- 
ment at the inner doorway at my first 
view of the Taj Mahal. The moonlight 
struck full on its pearly dome and threw 
into violent relief the slim minarets at its 
corners. In front was the water in the 
Bcore of fountains, giving forth its own 
reflections of the beautiful maible mas- 
terpiece, and all around the somber, dense 
tropical foliage for a setting. 


The harmony of the proportions makes 


the Tnj Mahal look small. Yet it took 
20,000 workmen twenty years to complete 
It, and it cost about $10,000,000. Stand- 
ing in its superb doorway I found It 
would take seven men placed one upon 
the other to reach the top of this door- 
way. There are no windows—only mar- 
velous screens cut in the forms of Inter- 
twining vines and flowers and out of im- 
mense marble slabs. Even in tbe center, 
where the great sarcophagi lie in which 
the builder and his wife are resting, the 
decorations are of marble inlaid with 
precious stones. The inscriptions are of 
black marble inlaid on white. And the 
moonlight obliterated the grain and the 
Beams in the marble with its sheen, and 
It wps as though this monument to a 
taithfnl wife was one piece of dazzling 
whiteness.

fection is as grand at this time as when 
first built. Even under the sunlight the 
next day. when It Tfn3 not so much a 
thing ethereal, no signs of decay were 
apparent. It seems that this tribute of 
the goodness of a great Indian monarch 
to his loving wife will stand for ages, 
telling how one Hindoo had been faithful 
to his love and had raised her up to a 
pedestal above him in a country where 
womankind is but a slave.—Indianapolis 
News.

Explo.lve. Mode From Sawdnsjt. 
A long list could be given of explosives 


and varieties of gunpowder that have 
been made from sawdust. 
In some the 


sawdust is used us an absorbent, as with 
nitroglycerin; in others as a filler, while 
in still others it is converted into forms 
of pyroxilinc. By healing sawdust with 
caustic alkali and sulphur a brown dye 
is obtained, which is cheap and fast, re- 
sisting both acids and alkalies and dye- 
ing cotton without a mordant. By heat- 
ing sawdust with caustic alkali oxalic 
acid is formed. A large amount of the 
oxalic acid on the market is made by this 
process.—Forum.
